Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

for  the  year  1956. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Hoyland  Nether  Urban  District  Council* 

Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  upon  the 
Health  Services  of  the  Hoyland  Nether  LIrban  District,  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1956.  The  report  is  prepared  on 
similar  lines  to  those  of  recent  previous  years.  Once  again  I 
have  included  some  statistical  details  concerning  the  services 
provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  within  the  district. 
This  indicates  in  a measure  the  extent  to  which  these  servcies 
were  used  during  the  period  under  review. 

As  is  usual  in  my  preamble  to  the  Annual  Report  1 
comment  on  Vital  Statistics.  You  will  note  from  the  tables  that 
the  Birth  Rate  for  the  district  has  increased  slightly  compared 
with  last  year,  and  that  the  Death  Rate,  too,  has  increased. 
Notwithstanding  this  slight  increase,  the  rate  compares  very 
favourably  with  those  for  England  and  Wales  and  for  the 
Administrative  County  of  the  West  Riding.  The  Still-birth 
Rate  shows  a further  increase  to  a rate  which  is  very  much 
higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  and  for  the  Adminis- 
trative County  of  the  W est  Riding. 

The  Infantile  Death  Rate  unfortunately  shows  a sharp 
increase  compared  with  the  figure  for  1955,  and  at  30*1  per 
1,000  live  births  compares  unfavourably  with  that  for  the  rest 
of  the  Country.  Two  of  the  infantile  deaths,  both  less  than 
three  months  old,  and  one  less  than  a fortnight,  were  caused 
by  Broncho-pneumonia.  Infantile  deaths  due  to  infections  are 
preventable  deaths.  I have  emphasised  on  many  occasions  the 
danger  of  exposing  a very  young  baby  to  the  common  infections 
of  the  upper  respiratory  tract,  which  can  be  transmitted  so 
easily  from  apparently  healthy  adults  to  young  babies.  I would 
like  to  mention  this  again,  at  the  same  time  asking  that  special 
care  should  be  taken  to  protect  those  young  lives  from  such

dangers.  Six  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  prematurity  and  con- 
genital deformities.  It  has  been  indicated  that  there  may  be 
some  relationship  between  the  cause  of  death  in  this  group  and 
that  in  still-births,  but  no  definite  statement  of  any  relationship 
has  yet  been  made,  although  the  question  has  been  studied  very 
closely  for  some  time. 

On  looking  at  the  completed  table  of  the  total  number 
of  deaths  which  occurred  in  the  Hoyland  Nether  Urban  District 
during  the  year,  we  find  that  64  were  due  to  diseases  of  the 
heart  and  circulatory  system.  This  figure,  together  with  the 
number  of  vascular  lesions  within  the  nervous  system,  amounted 
to  more  than  half  the  total  number  of  deaths.  The  next  most 
important  cause  of  death  was  malignant  disease,  which 
accounted  for  30  deaths. 

I have  to  report  that  there  were  six  deaths  coming  within 
the  category  of  violence,  and  of  these  four  were  accidental  and 
two  were  suicide.  Of  the  four  accident  deaths  three  were 
home  accidents,  in  each  case  an  elderly  person  dying  as  a result 
of  a fall  in  the  home.  The  other  death  was  due  to  an  accident 
at  work.  Later  on  in  the  report,  when  discussing  Health 
Education,  I comment  on  the  problem  of  accidents  in  the  home. 

On  looking  at  the  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease  over 
the  year  one  sees  that  Measles  still  ranked  as  the  most  common 
of  infectious  diseases,  although  much  less  than  it  was  a year 
ago.  The  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  increased  and  the  figure 
for  Pneumonia  remained  at  a comparatively  high  figure. 

I have  to  draw  your  attention  to  that  part  of  the  Annual 
Report  which  is  prepared  by  my  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
Mr.  Danks,  in  which  you  will  observe  that  the  organisation  for 
dealing  with  such  things  as  water  supplies,  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal,  care  and  protection  of  food  is  working  very 
smoothly,  and  statistics  show  that  the  end  results  of  all  our 
organisations  are  completely  satisfactory. 

In  concluding  this  short  preamble  to  this  report  I would 
like  to  offer  my  grateful  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  encouragement 
and  support  extended  to  me  at  all  times.  I would  like,  also,  to 
acknowledge  the  help  given  to  me  by  the  Clerk  and  other 
members  of  the  staff  in  the  Council  Offices.  Once  again  I would 
like  to  put  on  record  my  grateful  thanks  to  Mr.  Danks  for  his 
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excellent  work  and  helpful  advice  throughout  the  year.  I would 
also  like  to  congratulate  the  remainder  of  the  staff  on  their 
work  throughout  the  year,  and  thank  them  for  it.  Finally,  I 
wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  Dr.  J.  J.  Smith,  the  Senior  Assis- 
tant  County  Medical  Officer,  for  her  help  and  advice  throughout 
the  year.

VITAL  STATISTICS 

Population*  The  Registrar-General  has  given  his 
estimation  of  the  population  at  mid-1956  as  15,780.  This  is  an 
increase  of  10  on  the  figure  for  1955. 

Births.  There  were  266  live  births  registered  in  the 
district  during  the  year.  Of  these,  120  were  males  and  146 
females.  This  figure  is  5 more  than  that  for  1955.  There  were 
9 illegitimate  births,  3 male  and  6 female. 

Still-Births.  There  were  10  still-births  during  the  year 
(4  male  and  6 female).  There  was  1 female  illegitimate  still- 
birth. 
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Deaths.  163  deaths  were  attributed  to  the  district,  17 
more  than  in  1955.

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DISTRIBUTION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

BY  AGE  GROUPS 
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Scarlet  Fever.  There  were  28  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
reported  during  the  year,  an  increase  of  4 on  the  figure  for 
1955.  There  were  8 cases  in  the  first  quarter,  12  in  the  second, 
3 in  the  third  and  5 in  the  last  quarter.  All  but  three  of  these 
cases  were  treated  in  Hospital.  The  age  group  principally 
affected  was  the  5 to  10  years  group.  The  disease  continues 
to  be  mild,  and  the  reason  for  Hospitalisation  was  mainly  for 
isolation  purposes. 

The  attack  rate  for  the  district  was  1-77,  compared  with 
0-74  for  England  and  Wales  and  0-92  for  the  West  Riding 
Administrative  County. 

Measles.  There  was  an  appreciable  drop  in  the  number 
of  cases  of  Measles  during  1956.  21  cases  occurred  in  the 

district,  a decrease  of  465  on  the  previous  year’s  total.  5 cases 
occurred  in  the  first  quarter,  1 1 in  the  second,  and  5 in  the  third 
quarter.  There  were  no  cases  notified  during  the  fourth 
quarter.  The  attack  rate  of  1*33  compares  very  favourably 
with  those  for  England  and  Wales  and  the  West  Riding 
Administrative  County,  which  are  3-59  and  2*03  respectively. 
As  is  to  be  expected,  the  age  group  most  affected  is  the  5 to 
10  years  group,  with  10  cases.  There  was  also  the  same 
number  registered  in  the  under  5 years  age  group  and  1 case 
was  over  10  years  of  age. 

Measles  is  a relatively  serious  illness.  Many  parents 
tend  to  be  casual  about  it  all,  treating  it  as  an  inevitable  episode 
in  the  child’s  life  and  relying  on  their  own  nursing  techniques 
rather  than  obtaining  the  early  advice  of  the  family  Doctor. 
Providing  the  Doctor  sees  the  Measles  patient  early,  he  can 
take  active  steps  to  prevent  any  complications,  which  are  not 
uncommon  with  this  illness. 

Whooping  Cough.  The  fall  in  the  incidence  of  this 
disease  experienced  since  1950  continued  into  1956  with  a total 
of  18  cases  for  the  year,  as  compared  with  the  figure  of  25  for 
the  year  1955.  There  were  9 cases  notified  in  the  first  quarter 
and  3 in  each  of  the  remaining  quarters  of  the  year.  The  attack 
rate  for  the  district,  at  1-14,  is  lower  than  that  for  England  and 
Wales  at  2-07,  and  for  the  West  Riding  Administrative  County 
at  2-64. 

Whooping  Cough,  like  Measles,  tends  to  be  regarded 
as  an  illness  of  minor  importance,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  much 
chronic  respiratory  infection  may  have  its  roots  in  an  attack 
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of  Whooping  Cough  in  childhood.  However,  unlike  Measles, 
steps  can  be  taken  to  combat  Whooping  Cough.  Protection 
can  be  obtained  by  immunisation.  Children  can  be  immunised 
either  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic,  by  having  three  successive 
injections  at  monthly  intervals,  or  they  can  see  their  family 
Doctor,  who  may  be  prepared  to  give  them  the  combined 
Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  antigen.  It  is  becoming 
increasingly  apparent,  albeit  slowly,  that  parents  are  realising 
immunisation  is  one  effective  method  of  controlling  Whooping 
Cough,  and  this  is  borne  out  by  the  fact  that  in  Hoy  land  Nether 
Urban  District  131  children  had  this  protective  treatment  during 
1956,  an  increase  of  108  over  the  1955  figure. 

Diphtheria*  As  in  1955  there  was  no  case  of  Diphtheria 
notified  in  the  district  during  the  year,  and  the  Hoyland  area 
has  now  been  free  of  this  disease  for  over  9 years.  It  is  only 
by  maintaining  a high  level  of  immunisation  that  this  happy 
state  of  affairs  can  continue  and,  therefore,  each  one  of  us, 
Medical  Officers,  Health  Visitors  and  all  members  of  the  health 
team  must  not  relax  our  efforts  to  encourage  every  parent  to 
have  his  or  her  child  immunised  at  the  earliest  opportunity,  and 
to  have  a reinforcing  dose  of  the  antigen  on  commencing  School. 
During  the  year  under  review  207  children  received  primary 
protective  treatment.  Of  this  number  142  were  under  the  age 
of  5 years,  and  65  were  between  the  ages  of  5 and  15  years. 
In  addition  162  children  received  a “booster”  dose  on  com- 
mencing School. 

In  my  report  to  you  for  the  year  1955  I mentioned  how 
disappointing  was  the  rate  of  immunisation  in  the  district. 
Statistics  had  shown  that  there  had  been  a drop  of  47%  on  the 
figure  for  the  previous  year.  It  is,  therefore,  very  gratifying 
to  note  that  the  figures  for  1956  show  an  increase  of  over  100% 
on  last  year's  figure.  I am  very  pleased  about  this,  and  as  long 
as  parents  wish  to  ensure  their  children  have  this  protection  we 
may  yet  reach  the  national  target  of  75%  of  all  children. 

Pneumonia,  In  1956,  40  cases  of  Pneumonia  were 
notified,  an  increase  of  21  compared  with  the  figure  for  1955. 
In  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  19  cases  were  notified,  8 in  the 
second,  4 in  the  third  and  9 in  the  last  quarter.  Of  this  number 
12  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital.  As  will  be  seen  from  the 
table  showing  the  distribution  of  Infectious  Diseases  by  age 
groups,  Pneumonia  affected  all  age  groups,  the  largest  number 
being  in  the  45  to  65  years,  with  1 1 cases.  There  were  7 deaths 
from  this  disease,  4 male  and  3 female. 
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The  attack  rate  for  the  district  was  2*53,  and  I regret 
I cannot  give  a comparative  figure  for  the  Country  generally, 
as  these  statistics  are  no  longer  available. 


Poliomyelitis.  There  were  2 cases  of  Poliomyelitis  in 
the  Hoyland  district  during  1956,  1 paralytic  and  1 non- 
paralytic.  The  latter  was  notified  from  the  Hoyland  Ward  in 
the  third  quarter  of  the  year,  during  the  month  of  August.  The 
patient,  a female,  aged  44  years,  was  removed  to  Hospital  and 
was  an  in-patient  for  three  weeks.  On  discharge  her  general 
health  was  good  and  it  has  not  been  necessary  for  any  Hospital 
follow-up;  recovery  was  complete. 

The  paralytic  case  was  notified  in  June.  The  patient, 
again  a female,  aged  17  years,  was  resident  in  the  Elsecar  Ward. 
She  was  admitted  to  Hospital  and  made  a good  recovery,  there 
being  no  resultant  paralysis.  In  this  case  recovery  was  also 
complete. 

The  attack  rate  for  the  paralytic  type  was  0-06  for  the 
district,  as  against  0-04  for  England  and  Wales  and  0-02  for 
the  West  Riding  Administrative  County.  The  non^paralytic 
attack  rate  was  the  same  for  the  Hoyland  Nether  Urban 
District,  but  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0-03  and  0*02 
for  the  West  Riding  Administrative  County. 

A scheme  for  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  was 
inaugurated  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  In  view  of  the  limited 
quantity  of  vaccine  available  and  the  short  time  given  for  the 
organisation  of  the  first  stage  of  the  scheme,  it  was  found  that 
only  certain  children  could  participate  in  this  venture.  The  age 
group  laid  down  was  for  children  born  between  1947  and  1954 
inclusive.  Forms  of  consent  were  distributed  for  children  in 
the  above  age  group,  and  notices  were  placed  in  the  local  news- 
papers asking  parents  to  apply  for  forms  of  consent  in  respect 
of  any  of  their  children  born  in  the  years  stated  who  had 
not  received  explanatory  leaflets.  In  response  to  this  request 
well  over  3,000  applications  were  made  from  the  Division  and 
the  figures  sent  to  the  Ministry.  In  the  meantime  record  cards 
were  made  out  for  each  child  in  the  various  age  groups  and 
according  to  sex. 

At  the  beginning  of  May  the  Ministry  informed  me  that 
those  children  selected  to  be  vaccinated  were  those  born  in 
November  in  each  of  the  years  1947  to  1954,  and  in  March  in 
each  of  the  years  1951  to  1954.  The  reserve  month  was  to  be 
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August,  1947  to  1954.  A supply  of  vaccine  was  received 
shortly  thereafter.  The  second  issue  of  Poliomyelitis  Vaccine 
was  made  at  the  beginning  of  June.  A small  part  was  required 
to  complete  the  second  injections  of  the  children  who  had 
already  had  first  injections.  The  selected  months  for  this  issue 
were  August,  1947  to  1954  and  October,  1951  to  1954,  the 
reserve  month  being  May,  1947  to  1954. 

In  the  Hoyland  area  the  number  of  original  first  regis- 
trations in  March,  1956  was  672.  The  number  vaccinated  was 
98  and  postponed  through  illness,  etc.,  17. 

TUBERCULOSIS 


Notifications  of  neve  cases  of  Tuberculosis  during  the 
year  amounted  to  4;  all  were  pulmonary  in  type.  The  following 
table  shows  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  cases  notified.

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Preven- 
tion of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  or  under  Section  172 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  There  was  a marked  decrease 
in  notifications  during  1956,  from  18  to  the  abnormally  low 
figure  of  4.  One  feels  that  slum  clearance,  with  the  subsequent 
rehousing  of  large  numbers  of  people  in  more  congenial 
surroundings,  higher  standards  of  milk  production,  and  probably 
the  provision  of  School  meals  are  all  contributory  factors 
towards  the  eradication  of  this  disease.  We  must  not,  however, 
forget  the  complementary  roles  played  by  the  Mass  Radiography 
Service,  the  Chest  Clinic  and  the  staff  of  the  Local  Health 
Authority. 

I am  pleased  to  report  the  continued  good  relations 
between  this  Department  and  the  Chest  Physician.  During  the 
year  my  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  was  recalled  to  the  Armed 
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Forces,  and  it  was  necessary  for  a re-adjustment  of  duties. 
The  District  Health  Visitors  were  made  responsible  for  the 
follow-up  of  contacts  and  visits  to  infected  households.  This 
worked  quite  well,  and  I believe  that  the  Health  Visitors  enjoyed 
this  additional  interest. 

I am  grateful  for  your  continued  policy  of  rehousing 
people  who  are  either  infected  or  liable  to  infection  on  account 
of  unsatisfactory  housing  conditions.  Two  such  families  were 
rehoused  during  the  year. 

B.C.G.  The  scheme  for  vaccination  of  13/14  year  old 
children  with  B.C.G.,  which  was  brought  into  operation  in  1955, 
is  now  an  annual  event.  In  1956,  163  children  in  this  age  group 
were  given  the  Mantoux  Skin  Test.  Of  these  112  were  found 
to  have  negative  results.  109  children  received  the  protective 
antigen,  3 being  absent  through  illness.  I append  below  a table 
showing  brief  details.

It  should  be  noted  that  in  addition  89  children  who 
received  B.C.G.  Vaccination  in  1955  were  retested  and  found 
to  have  converted  successfully. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

There  was  no  occasion  to  use  the  provisions  of  Section  47 
of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  or  the  Amendment  Act 
of  1951,  during  1956. 

FOOD  POISONING 

There  were  no  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  notified  during 
the  year,  which  is  a very  satisfactory  state  of  affairs.  The  main 
causes  of  Food  Poisoning  are  bacterial;  organisms  of  the 
ordinary  Blood  Poisoning  Group,  the  Dysentery  Group  and 
the  Typhoid  Group  being  the  principal  offenders.  No  one  can 
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suffer  such  a form  of  Food  Poisoning  who  has  not  been  infected 
by  the  germ.  Germs  are  transmitted  from  the  infected  person 
by : 

(a)  Moisture  from  the  nose  and  throat,  e.g.  in  cases  of  Septic 
Tonsillitis. 

(b)  From  septic  focii  on  hands  and  arms,  faces,  etc. 

(c)  Through  the  bowel  contents  and  occasionally  the  urine 

contents,  e.g.  Dysentery,  Typhoid  and  its  allied  organisms. 

Food  Poisoning,  therefore,  is  the  type  of  infection  which  is 
eminently  preventable.  If  everyone  adopted  strict  attention  to 
personal  hygiene  there  would  be  very  few,  if  any,  cases  of  Food 

Poisoning. 


HEALTH  EDUCATION 

This  subject  is  a most  important  factor  in  the  Public 
Health  Department's  work,  and  every  opportunity  is  taken  to 
talk  to  groups  of  people  on  health  matters.  Health  Education 
is  more  than  a slogan  on  a hoarding,  or  a pamphlet  containing 
humorous  drawings.  It  is  a question  of  common  sense  and  a 
little  gentle  reasoning  on  the  part  of  the  individual. 

One  aspect  of  Health  Education  very  much  uppermost 
in  our  minds  at  the  moment  is  that  of  accidents  in  the  home. 
It  seems  remarkable  that  until  comparatively  recently  very  little 
has  been  said  about  this  problem.  I use  the  word  “problem” 
advisedly  since  based  on  the  most  recent  figures  approximated 
7,770,  or  41-7%  of  all  accident  deaths  in  Great  Britain  in  1955, 
were  due  to  accidents  in  the  home.  In  England  and  Wales 
there  were  6.650,  and  of  those  5,512  were  people  over  the  aqe 
of  65  years.  Another  significant  fact  is  that  of  these  5,500  old 
people  4,670  died  as  a result  of  falls.  We  are  all  familiar  with 
the  problem  of  accidents  on  the  road,  and  of  the  comparativelv 
intensive  propaganda  in  the  interests  of  road  safety — and  I 
consider  it  is  very  necessary.  How  much  more  interest,  there- 
fore, should  we  have  in  home  accidents,  when  the  latest  figures, 
that  I have,  tell  us  that  every  day  approximately  16  people  die 
as  a result  of  accidents  in  some  form  of  travel  (14  on  the  roads) 
and  24  in  accidents  in  and  around  the  home  ( 1 7 inside  the 
home).  Public  opinion  must  be  aroused  and  to  this  end  I am 
doing  everything  I can  to  encourage  those  in  the  Home  Nursing 
Service  to  talk  to  the  elderly  persons  who  are  receiving  Home 
Nursing  attention  about  the  dangers  of  home  accidents.  The 
Health  Visiting  Service  already  does  a great  deal  towards  this 
end,  but  they  do  not  and  cannot  get  into  every  home. 
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Health  Education  activities  have  been  intensified  at  the 
Child  Welfare  Centres,  and  during  the  year  at  the  Hoyland 
Clinic  the  Health  Visitors  have  selected  certain  aspects  of 
preventive  medicine,  e.g.  prevention  of  accidents  in  the  homes, 
coughs  and  colds,  protective  foodstuffs  and  Immunisation,  and 
set  up  demonstrations  on  these  subjects,  using  demonstrative 
tables,  posters  and  the  blackboard.  Interest  has  been  stimulated 
amongst  the  Mothers  and  many  questions  have  been  asked. 
I have  seen  these  display  pieces  and  have  been  most  impressed 
by  their  effectiveness.  A great  deal  of  time,  thought  and  labour 
go  into  their  preparation  and  I feel  sure  it  is  not  misspent.  It 
is  hoped,  during  the  next  year,  to  continue  these  arrangements 
and  also  to  start  a Mothers’  Club,  where  all  matters  of  interest 
may  be  demonstrated  and  discussed.  I have  also  had  the  oppor- 
tunity of  talking  to  the  senior  girls  in  the  local  School,  when  we 
discussed  problems  of  diet  and  general  hygiene. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  THE  HEALTH  SERVICES. 
Hospitals. 

Hoyland  is  served  by  General  Hospitals  in  Barnsley  and 
in  Sheffield.  For  Infectious  Diseases  the  Kendray  Hospital 
in  Barnsley  and  the  Lodge  Moor  Hospital,  Sheffield,  are  the 
ones  used.  Maternity  cases  are  dealt  with  at  the  Hallamshire 
Maternity  Home,  Chapeltown,  the  St.  Helen’s  Hospital, 
Barnsley,  and  sometimes  the  Princess  Royal  Maternity  Home, 
Huddersfield. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

All  Laboratory  work  is  carried  out  by  the  two  Public 
Health  Service  Laboratories,  one  at  Wakefield  and  one  at  the 
City  General  Hospital,  Sheffield. 

Mortuary. 

Accommodation  is  available  at  the  Sanitary  Depot,  West 
Street,  Hoyland,  and  serves  the  whole  area. 

Ambulance  Service. 

The  district  is  covered  by  the  service  operated  from  the 
Depot  in  Hoyland.  The  vehicle  situation  has  remained 
unchanged  during  the  year,  there  being  seven  vehicles,  six  of 
them  radio  controlled.  The  vehicle  availability,  however,  is 
much  improved.  This  is  due  to  the  installation  of  a radio  trans- 
mitter at  the  Depot.  This  dispenses  with  the  previous  system 
of  communication,  which  was  by  landline  to  Birkenshaw.  Thus 
the  Depot  can  call  on  approximately  15  to  20  vehicle  from  the 
sister  fleets  based  on  Wath  and  Maltby.

The  district  is  served  by  the  Chest  Clinic  at  46,  Church 
Street,  Barnsley.

During  the  year  there  have  been  several  changes  in  the 
Health  Visiting  Staff.  Mrs.  Clarke  transferred  to  another  area 
of  the  West  Riding,  Mrs.  Simpson  took  over  the  work  for 
Hoyland  Common,  and  in  July  Miss  Bates  was  appointed, 
making  the  area  fully  staffed.  The  work  has  been  carried  out 
efficiently,  both  in  the  Clinics  and  the  homes. 

The  Health  Visitor  is  the  family  visitor.  She  advises  on 
social  problems  affecting  any  member  of  the  family,  and  knows 
when  and  how  to  call  in  other  workers,  both  voluntary  and 
statutory,  to  help  these  families.  She  continues  to  undertake 
the  general  supervision  of  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers  and 
young  children,  and  to  teach  the  principles  of  health  on  all 
occasions,  individually  and  in  groups. 

The  liaison  with  the  Hospitals  continues.  The  Health 
Visitor  receives  information  regarding  patients  being  dis- 
charged who  may  require  assistance  in  the  way  of  supervision, 
help  with  a diet,  or  the  provision  of  a Home  Help.  This  is  a 
reciprocal  arrangement,  information  being  furnished  to  the 
Hospital  regarding  home  conditions,  background  reports  on 
patients,  etc. 

The  time  devoted  to  the  Domestic  Help  Service  by  the 
Health  Visitor  has  increased  during  the  year,  as  the  demands 
on  this  service  have  grown. 

In  the  School  Health  Service  the  Health  Visitor  under- 
takes periodic  hygiene  surveys  in  the  Schools,  and  assists  at 
School  Medical  Inspections.  Her  knowledge  of  these  children, 
most  of  whom  she  has  visited  from  birth,  is  invaluable  to  the 
School  Medical  Officer. 
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It  is  felt  that  Health  Visiting  can  play  an  important  part 
in  the  ever  increasing  problem  of  mental  health.  Her  access  to 
the  homes  gives  the  Health  Visitor  an  opportunity  to  educate 
the  families  in  positive  health,  both  physical  and  mental. 

The  number  of  visits  made  by  the  Health  Visitors  in  the 
Hoyland  District  during  1956  is  4,292.  This  figure  includes 
the  number  of  visits  by  Mrs.  Simpson  who,  in  addition,  under- 
takes duties  in  the  Wortley  Rural  District.

The  staff  covering  the  Hoyland  Nether  LIrban  District 
remained  unaltered  during  1956,  and  I should  again  like  to  pay 
tribute  to  these  two  efficient  Midwives  who,  year  after  year,  go 
about  their  task  quietly  and  cheerfully.  In  addition  to  normal 
Midwifery  duties  Miss  Walker  and  Mrs.  Wright  attend  at  the 
Ante-Natal  Clinic,  and  also  conduct  classes  for  Expectant 
Mothers  where  Relaxation  Exercises  are  given.  Both  Mid- 
wives are  mobile  and  possess  Gas  and  Air  Machines  for  the 
provision  of  Analgesia  in  childbirth. 

The  trend  in  recent  years  has  been  getting  more  and  more 
towards  Hospital  confinement  and  consequently  this  has  thrown 
a great  strain  on  the  Maternity  Hospitals.  The  shortage  of 
staff,  coupled  with  increased  bookings,  is  becoming  an  ever- 
growing problem.  This  is  reflected  by  the  tendency  to  dis- 
charge patients  on  the  tenth  day,  four  days  before  the  end  of 
the  normal  lying-in  period.  This  policy  sometimes  creates 
problems  in  the  home,  since  the  temptation  on  the  part  of  the 
Mother  to  undertake  more  household  duties  than  she  should  is 
very  strong.  One  can  readily  assume  that  the  returning  Mother 
would  take  one  horrified  glance  and  immediately  set  about 
putting  her  house  in  order.  Once  on  her  feet  and  back  at  work 
she  naturally  stays  that  way.  The  Local  Health  Authority 
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Midwife  calls  for  the  remainder  of  the  lying-in  period  and  as  a 
rule  much  persuasion  is  necessary  to  get  the  Mother  to  take 
periods  of  rest  which  are  so  necessary  after  a confinement. 

The  benefits  of  a domiciliary  confinement  are  worth 
considering  in  the  light  of  the  above.  Psychologically  it  is  good 
for  the  family  that  the  child  be  born  at  home.  The  occasion 
can  be  shared  by  the  rest  of  the  family,  particularly  if  there  are 
other  children  in  the  home.  From  the  epidemiological  angle 
there  may  be  less  risk  of  infection,  especially  infections  peculiar 
to  the  newborn.  Facilities  exist  for  the  provision  of  sterilised 
maternity  packs  to  each  patient  whose  birth  is  to  take  place  at 
home.  The  services  of  a Domestic  Help  are  readily  available, 
priority  being  given  in  every  case  of  a home  confinement. 

During  the  year  the  Midwives  in  Hoyland  attended  116 
confinements,  an  increase  of  11  on  the  figure  for  1955.  They 
attended  104  cases  in  their  capacity  as  Midwives  and  12  as 
Maternity  Nurses.  Of  the  total  number  of  116  cases,  68 
received  the  benefits  of  Gas  and  Air  Analgesia.

During  1956  there  was  an  additional  appointment  to  the 
staff  for  duty  in  the  Hoyland  area.  The  acute  shortage  of 
trained  personnel  in  this  district  has  been  a continued  cause  for 
concern,  which  has  been  heightened  by  an  intimation  from  the 
Private  Nursing  Association  that  their  Assistant  Nurse  had 
been  given  twelve  months  notice  to  terminate  her  appointment. 
There  is  no  intention  of  replacing  this  lady.  At  the  time  of 
writing  this  report  another  Nurse  has  been  appointed  by  the 
West  Riding  County  Council  and  has  taken  up  residence  in  the 
district  but  as  yet  she  is  not  mobile. 

The  demand  on  the  Home  Nursing  Service  again  shows 
an  increase,  the  number  of  visits  going  up  from  6,233  to  6,999.

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 

During  the  year  the  Domestic  Help  Service  provided  help 
and  comfort  in  homes  where  there  was  sickness  and  where  the 
General  Practitioner  or  the  Health  Visitor  was  of  the  opinion 
that  a real  need  existed.  The  type  of  cases  dealt  with  were 
much  the  same  as  in  previous  years,  but  the  majority  of  help 
was  given  to  the  aged  and  infirm  who,  although  not  necessarily 
confined  to  bed,  are  unable  to  carry  out  their  own  domestic 
duties. 


Once  again  these  ladies  have  done  an  excellent  job,  and 
no  praise  is  too  high  for  them.  The  care  and  devotion  they 
lavish  on  their  aged  patients  has  to  be  seen  to  be  believed.  It 
is  not  unknown  for  the  Home  Help  to  return  during  the  evenings 
to  see  that  everything  is  comfortable  for  the  night.  Neither  is 
it  unusual  for  a patient  in  Hospital  to  have  a visit  from  the 
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kindly  Home  Help.  It  is  a wonderful  experience  to  meet  these 
examples  of  good  neighbourliness,  and  to  find  that  there  is  still 
this  desire  on  the  part  of  so  many  to  help  and  comfort  others 
who  are  less  fortunately  placed  than  themselves.  These 
evening  visits  and  Hospital  visits  do  not  come  within  the  terms 
of  the  duties  of  Home  Helps — they  do  not  get  paid  for  it,  but 
I am  sure  they  receive  very  much  more  in  the  knowledge  that 
they  have  been  able  to  bring  some  joy  to  the  patient,  which  is 
sure  to  have  some  bearing  on  his  or  her  ultimate  recovery. 
Once  again  I want  to  put  on  record  my  grateful  thanks  to  the 
service  these  Home  Helps  give  throughout  the  district. 

During  1956,  a total  of  16,541  Domestic  Help  hours 
were  provided  in  the  Hoyland  Nether  Urban  District.  In  all 
31  Domestic  Helps  were  employed,  attending  the  homes  of  107 
cases.  Of  this  total  51  were  continuing  cases  from  1955,  the 
remainder  being  new  ones.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 

Water  Supply. 

The  water  in  the  district  is  supplied  by  the  Dearne  Valley 
Water  Board,  which  is  composed  of  representatives  of  con- 
stituent Authorities  in  the  Dearne  Valley.  The  water  supplied 
by  the  Board  is  pure  and  wholesome. 

During  the  year  a number  of  cases  of  "furred  up”  water 
service  pipes  were  dealt  with.  In  some  cases  new  ferrules  to 
the  main  and  pressure  cleaning  of  service  pipes  was  all  that 
was  necessary  to  provide  a good  flow  of  water.  In  other 
instances  it  was  necessary  to  put  in  new  lengths  of  larger  bore 
pipe.  All  the  houses  in  the  district  are  supplied  from  public 
water  mains  to  a sink  inside  each  house. 

The  following  information  of  the  water  supply  to 
Hoyland  has  been  given  by  the  Manager  of  the  Dearne  Valley 
Water  Board. 

The  overhaul  of  the  water  mains  system  at  Hoyland 
Common  is  almost  complete,  there  has  been  a very  material 
increase  in  the  volume  and  pressure  of  the  water  supplied  in 
the  streets  each  side  of  Hoyland  Road  between  Allotts  Corner 
and  Stead  Lane. 

The  Service  main  between  Church  Street  and  Armroyd 
Lane,  Elsecar,  has  been  relaid  with  a larger  size  main. 

Trunk  mains,  between  Roebuck  Reservoir  and  Platts 
Common  through  the  Jump  Farm  Housing  Estate,  have  been 
provided. 

No  serious  disturbance  to  the  high  level  areas  was 
experienced,  in  fact,  throughout  the  Hoyland  Township,  an 
adequate  supply  for  all  purposes  was  maintained  throughout 
the  year.

Elsecar  Park — Children’s  Paddling  Pool. 

A sample  of  water  from  the  Children’s  paddling  pool 
at  Elsecar  Park  was  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
of  the  Medical  Research  Council  during  the  year.  The  pool 
is  normally  fed  from  the  Elsecar  Reservoir  which  is  a feeder 
for  the  Dearne  & Dove  Canal. 

The  sample  revealed  such  a high  coliform  count  that  it 
was  considered  advisable  to  discontinue  the  use  of  the  reservoir 
water  for  the  pool. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

A satisfactory  effluent  is  being  maintained  at  both  Short- 
wood  and  Elsecar  Works  and  in  consequence  no  complaints 
have  arisen  from  the  inspection  carried  out  by  the  Rivers 
Board. 

Regular  emptying  of  cesspools  at  Footrill,  Distillery 
Side  and  Tingle  Bridge  is  being  carried  out. 
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Apart  from  normal  maintenance  occasioned  by  blockage 
the  sewerage  system  is  working  satisfactorily.  The  number  of 
drains  cleared  by  the  Department  during  the  year  is  as  follows  :

Section  44  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  empowers 
local  authorities  to  require  that  buildings  shall  have  sufficient 
closet  accommodation. 

It  is  the  Council’s  view  that  sufficient  closet  accom- 
modation is  at  least  one  Water  Closet  for  each  house. 

Action  under  the  above-mentioned  section  of  the  Public 
Health  Act  was  taken  in  connection  with,  houses  having  a 
reasonable  expectation  of  life  and  3 additional  Water  Closets 
were  provided  during  the  year. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse  is 
carried  out  by  direct  labour,  the  staff  consisting  of  one  foreman, 
three  motor  drivers,  twelve  loaders,  one  salvage  worker  and  one 
tipman. 

No  change  was  made  in  the  transport  of  the  department 
during  the  year  and  at  the  31st  March,  1957,  it  was  as  follows : 

No.  2 Motor— Karrier  CK  3,  10  cubic  yards  all  steel  body. 

No.  5 Motor — Karrier  CK  3,  10  cubic  yards  all  steel  body. 

No.  6 Motor — Shelvoke  & Drewry  Fore  and  Aft  Tipper. 
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Generally  speaking  the  year  has  been  a fairly  good  one. 
Only  two  minor  falls  of  snow  occurred  which  did  not  appreciably 
affect  the  Public  Cleansing  Service.  The  Sickness  rate, 
unfortunately,  has  been  very  high,  a 25%  absence  for  weeks 
on  end  is  bound  to  seriously  affect  the  collection  interval.  I am 
pleased  to  say  however  that  the  Committee,  realising  that  the 
success  of  any  method  of  collecting  household  refuse  depends 
upon  the  supply  of  labour,  authorised  me  to  engage  two 
additional  workmen. 

During  the  year,  Mr.  J.  W.  Noble  retired  from  his  post 
as  Foreman  of  the  Public  Cleansing  Department.  Mr.  Noble 
had  served  the  Council  for  35  years  and  was  foreman  for  the 
past  22  years.  I wish  to  place  on  record  my  personal  appreci- 
ation  of  his  loyalty  and  devotion  to  duty.  The  Council’s  thanks 
for  Mr.  Noble’s  services  was  recorded  in  the  Council  minutes. 
Mr.  J.  Dawson  the  deputy  foreman  was  promoted  to  fill  the 
vacancy. 


Collection. 

Table  I shows  the  number  and  type  of  refuse  receptacles 
in  each  ward  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Table  II  shows  the  number  of  receptacles  emptied  and 
loads  removed,  together  with  their  estimated  weight. 

The  weight  of  refuse  collected  is  estimated  on  the  basis 
of  a series  of  test  weighings  which  are  carried  out  in  winter 
and  summer,  every  load  collected  by  each  motor  during  the 
whole  of  one  week  in  each  period  being  weighed. 

Disposal. 

All  refuse  is  now  being  tipped  at  Milton  Tip  in  accord- 
ance with  Ministry  of  Health  requirements. 

Efforts  are  being  made  to  acquire  the  land  to  the  East  of 
Milton  tip  so  that  the  scheme  for  the  provision  of  playing  fields 
can  be  completed.  At  the  moment  there  is  some  difficulty  in 
dealing  with  the  owner  of  a cottage  and  land  in  the  vicinity  and 
negotiations  are  proceeding  with  a view  to  solving  the  problem. 
The  cottage  concerned  is  occupied  by  an  elderly  couple  who  are 
rather  reluctant  voluntarily  to  exchange  their  home  for  a Council 
bungalow  at  present.

Provision  and  Maintenance  of  Dusbins. 

Dustbins  issued  during  the  year  for  all  purposes 
numbered  501.  Of  this  number  234  were  issued  to  Council 
houses,  257  to  privately  owned  properties  and  10  for  trade 
refuse  purposes. 

The  total  cost  of  the  bins  amounted  to  £1 127/17/ 6d. 

On  the  first  of  November,  1950,  the  Council  decided  to 
accept  the  responsibility  of  supplying  and  maintaining  dustbins 
in  the  district.  This  was,  in  my  opinion,  a wise  decision,  House- 
hold refuse  is  now  stored,  collected  and  disposed  of  in  a 
hygienic  manner.  Dustbins,  when  defective,  are  promptly 
renewed  and  spillage  through  holes,  etc.,  is  reduced  to  a 
minimum. 

In  general  discussion  concerning  this  policy  of  your 
Council  the  question  of  Purchase  Tax  on  dust  bins  has  been 
aired  not  infrequently.  It  seems  that  the  sum  of  £300  which 
it  costs  the  Hoyland  Nether  Urban  District  Council  is  unfortun- 
ate under  the  circumstances.

The  collection  of  salvage  has  continued  during  the  year 
as  an  integral  part  of  the  Public  Cleansing  Service. 

For  four  years  in  succession  I have  reported  an  increase 
in  the  amount  of  waste  paper  salvaged.  This  year  I have  to 
report  a decrease.  The  Thames  Board  Mills  to  whom  we  send 
our  waste  paper  had,  very  reluctantly  I believe,  to  limit  the 
amount  of  our  output,  however  it  is  confidently  expected  that 
during  1957-58  the  restrictions  will  be  removed  and  the  Mills 
will  be  able  to  accept  all  the  paper  we  can  collect.

HOUSING 


During  the  year  1956  a total  of  139  houses  were 
inspected  for  housing  defects  472  visits  being  made  for  this 
purpose. 

The  repair  and  maintenance  of  dwellinghouses  continues 
to  receive  the  closest  attention  of  the  Department. 

In  addition  to  preparing  a considerable  number  of 
specifications  and  schedules  of  repair  and  supervising  the  work 
in  progress,  representations  were  made  to  the  Council  in 
connection  with  73  houses  which  were  considered  to  be  incap- 
able of  being  rendered  fit  at  a reasonable  expense.  Seventy 
two  houses  were  successfully  dealt  with  in  this  manner. 

On  March  2nd  a severe  gale  badly  damaged  a number 
of  houses  in  the  Platts  Common  area  and  in  some  cases  entirely 
stripped  the  roofs.  An  emergency  meeting  of  the  Council  was 
held  and  it  was  decided  to  rehouse  eight  families  from  the  most 
badly  affected  houses  at  once. 

Notices  under  Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936, 
were  served  on  the  owners  of  the  eight  damaged  houses,  seven 
of  the  eight  notices  were  uncontested.  One  owner,  however, 
having  replaced  the  roof  of  his  four  roomed  house  appealed  to 
the  County  Court  where  the  Judge  upheld  his  appeal. 


Housing  Act,  1949. 

Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954. 

During  the  year  twelve  applications  for  improvement 
grants  in  connection  with  fourteen  houses  were  received. 

Sixteen  improvement  grants  were  made  amounting  in  all 
to  £1 852/1 3/8d. 

Practically  all  the  applications  received  were  from 
owner-occupiers,  only  two  of  the  applications  came  from  the 
owners  of  rented  houses.  All  the  specifications  for  improve- 
ment included  hot  water  systems  and  baths,  and  the  majority 
also  required  modern  fireplaces  and  wiring  for  electricity. 
Where  it  was  practicable  to  install  indoor  sanitation  this  was 
done. 
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Not  so  many  years  ago  the  amenities  referred  to  above 
were  looked  upon  as  luxuries.  It  is  very  gratifying  and 
encouraging  to  Public  Health  Officers  who  have  been  striving 
for  years  to  raise  the  general  standard  of  living  conditions  to 
find  that  hot  water  systems,  bathrooms,  indoor  sanitation  and 
good  lighting  are  being  looked  upon  as  necessities  for  healthy 
living.  I look  forward  to  the  time  when  houses  which  do  not 
possess  such  amenities  will  be  classified  as  unfit  for  habitation. 


Smoke  Abatement. 

No  nuisance  from  smoke  was  noted  within  the  district 
during  the  year,  and  therefore  no  action  was  necessary  under 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 


FOOD  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION 
Food  & Drugs  Act,  1955. 

Sausage  and  Cooked  Meats. 

There  are  fifteen  premises  registered  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  16  for  the  preparation  or  manufacture  of 
sausages  or  potted,  pressed,  pickled  or  preserved  food  intended 
for  sale. 

Ice  Cream. 

One  application  was  received  during  the  year  to  retail 
ice  cream  from  shop  premises,  making  a total  of  49  premises 
now  registered. 

During  the  year  twenty-one  samples  of  ice  cream  were 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  by  the  Methylene 
Blue  Reduction  Test. 

Seventeen  of  the  samples  were  classified  as  grade  I,  two 
as  grade  II,  and  two  as  grade  III. 

During  the  year  41  visits  were  paid  to  food  preparing 
premises.  262  to  food  shops  and  18  to  licensed  premises  and 
various  sanitary  improvements  were  effected.

All  licensed  premises  in  the  district  are  now  provided 
with  proper  bar  sinks  and  hot  and  cold  running  water  in  the 
bars  for  the  washing  of  glasses  etcy  All  food  shops  ere 
supplied  with  hot  and  cold  running  water,  hygienic  sinks  and 
drains.  Soap  and  towels  are  provided  for  all  food  handlers. 

Since  the  dismantling  of  the  Council’s  refuse  destructor 
all  condemned  foods  have  been  disposed  of  by  burial  on  the 
refuse  disposal  tips.
